SENJ - CRADLE OF CROATIAN 
PRINTING AND PUBLISHING 


n our country Senj is famous for 
its furious storms; it is also well- 
-known as the cradle of the Uskoks 

— those dauntless warriors and skilled 
seamen. Many will have remembered 
that this town is the domicile of several 
outstanding Croatian writers: Silvije 
Kranjcevic, Milutin Cihlar Nehajev, 
Pavao Vitezovi6 and Vjenceslav Novak. 
It is less known, however, that this an¬ 
cient native place of the Uskoks is also 
the cradle of Croatian printing and 
that it played an important role in our 
cultural and political past. Hardly fifty 
years after Gutenberg’s invention, when 
the first book in the world was prin¬ 
ted with movable type, a glagolitic mis¬ 
sal was published in Senj in 1494. This 
volume is considered the first book 
printed in Croatia for which the place 
of printing is known positively. More¬ 
over, the missal is included among the 
most important liturgical works prin¬ 
ted in the glagolitic alphabet. 

Recently the 480Ih anniversary gave 
occasion to hold a number of cere¬ 
monies to mark this significant date 

— the day of setting up the printing 
press in Senj. Indeed, Senj had rea¬ 
sons to celebrate, all the more so, be¬ 
cause two other memorable dates joi¬ 
ned the Senj anniversary of typograp¬ 
hical skill: the 280th anniversary of 
the establishment of the first public 
printing house in Zagreb which was 
founded by the Senj-bom author, Pa¬ 
vao Ritter Vitezovit and the hundred- 
-year existence and continuous acti¬ 
vity of the »Jadranska tiskara* (Adri¬ 
atic Printing House) in Senj. 


These memorable dates, significant 
not only to Croatian culture,' but to 
the culture of all southern Slavs, have 
cbcn^celebrated in Senj by a series of 
ceremonial performances. Organized 
by the Town Museum and the Muni¬ 
cipal Cultural and Educational Com¬ 
munity in Senj, the Old Slavic Insti¬ 
tute Svctozar Rittig in Zagreb and the 
Scientific Library in Rijeka — Senj 
was host to a scientific advisory con¬ 
ference on the Senj printing houses 
and the Glagolitza, a conference of 
librarians of Hrvatsko Primorje, Istria 
and Gorski kotar and a session of the 
Board of Directors of the Croatian Bi¬ 
bliographic Society. 

In addition to Mirko Bozic, vice pre¬ 
sident of the Croatian Parliament, Dr. 
Veljko Gortan, vice president of the 
Yugoslav Academy of Science and Art, 
academician, Andrija Mohorovifcic, pre¬ 
sident of the Republic Fund for the 
Promotion of Cultural Activities — 
the celebrations in Senj were attended 
by a number of other personalities 
from the cultural and public life of 
Croatia and by outstanding scientists. 
The celebration of the anniversary of 
printing and publishing in Senj offe¬ 
red an opportuniiv to show, presenl 
and point out to a numerous audience, 
native and foreign — the precious 
monuments of ^movable lvpe« which 
sprang up on native soil, the men who 
deserve merit for their creation, the cir¬ 
cumstances which speeded them up 
and the importance they had in the 
past and still have in our culture in 
general.

N edavno je u Kmjiznici Jugo- 
slavenske akademije znano- 
sti i umjetnosti u Zagrebu 
otkriven dosada nepoznati prim¬ 
jerak prve tiskane knjige na hrvat- 
skom jeziku — Misal po zakonu 
rimskoga dvora iz 1483. godine. 
Radi se o nekompletnom primjer- 
kai i priliano lose usfcuvanom. Sa- 
cuvalo se svega 62 lista te knjige 
(odnosno 124 stranice) od ukupno 
219 listova koliko dh je potpuni 
primjerak imao. No, kako nl drugi 
dosada poznati primjerci ove knji¬ 
ge nisu kompletni, nije time bitno 
umanjeno znaCenje ovog otkrica. 
Da bi se shvabilo sto znacli za kul- 
turnu povijest hrvatskoga naroda 
otkrice svakog, pa i najmanjeg u- 
lomka ove knjige, potrebno je pod- 
sjetiti na podatak, da je do sada 
■ lo poznato svega deset primjera- 
ka ove najstarije knjige na hrvat- 
skom jeziku. Dva se primjerka cu- 
vaju u riznioi Nacionalne i sveuci- 
lisne knjiznice u Zagrebu, po jedan 
primjerak se cuva u Knjiznici Ju- 
goslavenske akademije znanosti i 
umjetnosti, u samostanu oo. treco- 
redaca na Ksaveru u ZagTebu i u 
samostanu domm'ikanaca u Bolu 
na otoku Bracu. Ostalih pet prim- 
jeraka se nalaze uimozemnim knji- 
znicama: jedan u Narodnoj knji¬ 
znici u Be£u, jedan u Drzavnoj 
knjiznici imena Saltikova-Scedri- 
na u Lenjimgradu, dva u Vatikan- 
skoj knjiSnici i jedan u Kongresnoj 
knjiznici u Washingtonu. Uz to se 
sacuvalo i sest listova te knjige u 
raznim mjestima u Hrvatskoj. Ni- 
jedan od sa^uvartih primjeraka 
rtije, na zalost, potpun. No, iz sa- 
cuvanih primjeraka bilo je moguce 
sastaviti kompletni primjerak, pa 
je to i uoinjeno 1971. godine izda- 
vanjem prekrasnog pretiska (rep¬ 
rint) ove knjige u Zagrebu (izd. 
?>Liber«, u obradi Instituta za zna- 
nost o knjizevnosti Filozofskog fa- 
kulteta Sveucilista u Zagrebu). 

Misal iz 1483. godine spada me- 
du najznacajnije kulturne spo- 
menike hrvatskog naroda. Tiskan 
svega tridesetak godina nakon sto 
je Gutenberg izumio tisak s po- 
micnim slovima, ova je knjiga bila 
i ostala medasnim kamenom u raz- 
vitku hrvatske kulture. Mnogi ve- 
ci i ekonomski d kulturno napred- 
niji narodi u Evropi ne mogu se 


pohvaliti da su u to vrijeme tiiskali 
knjigu na svom materinskom je¬ 
ziku, ina svom nacionalnom pismu 
j na svom nacionalnom teritoriju.

One of these researchers 'is a man o[ 
our parts, Dragubin Cubric, naval 
metorologist and publicist who lives 
in Rrijeka. During his forty-year in¬ 
vestigation of the wreck of the *TI- 
TANIC«, he discovered that the sa¬ 
viors of the shipwrecked persons 
were our people, sa'ilors from Hrval- 
sko Primorje, l9tnia and Dalmatia. 
Namely, during his stay 'in Washing¬ 
ton in 1952, doing post-graduate 
work, Cubric, while visiting the 
Maritime Museum, accidentally di¬ 
scovered on the picutre which shows 
the sinking of the v-TITANIO, the 
name Biume (as Rijeka was then 
called) on the rescuing ship »CAR- 
PATIIIA* This interested Cubi\c 
and he began with his investigation. 
He found out that every other mem¬ 
ber of the crew on the »CARPAT- 
1IIA« was our seaman. Thanks to 
the courageous venture of this crew, 
who risking their own Jives, came 
to the rescue of the shipwrcched 
persons of the »TITANIC« and ma¬ 
naged to save the lives of 701 pas¬ 
sengers. Cubric even succeeded in 
finding some living witnesses, menv 
bers of the crew of the »CARPAT- 
H1A«. Among them were two Se- 
njans, the boatswain and steward 
from the »CARPATHIA« who took 
part in the rescue of the castaways 
and gave a number of documentary 
data concerning this catastrophe. 

Cubric’s research, which disclosed 
the great contribution of Yugoslav 
seamen in the rescue of »TITA- 
NIC’S« shipwrecked, of which very 
little was known so far, was dealt 
with by the foreign press and drew 
the attention and interest of iorcigr.

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THE FLEET OF 
KING KRESIMIR 

T he viewers of television programs in Yugo¬ 
slavia recently had an opportunity to see an 
exceptional event. A group of divers, archaeo¬ 
logists and cameramen got together in the waters 
of the Nin Bay where they salvaged the remains 
of two wooden ships, about 900 years old. The tele¬ 
vision cameras transmitted to millions of specta¬ 
tors all the interesting particulars of this operation, 
because these are the oldest ships discovered in 
our seas. 

Most credit for this archaeologic discovery is due 
to the sand dredgers from Privlaka, who are well 
acquainted with every foot of this part of the 
Adriatic coast. While digging sand they came upon 
the remains of the ships in the Nin Bay but no one 
devoted any attention to their diacovery. However, 
ten years ago the young archaeologist, Zdenko Bru- 
sic, checked their stories and found the regains 
of these peculiar ships. As a specialist he was 
immediately aware that it is a question of a valua¬ 
ble discovery. Under layers of sand it was polsible 
to make out traces of a ship 8 meters Ion?, and 
1meters wide, excluding the possibility of this 
being'a merchant galleon. Brusi6 immediately cam* 
to a conclusion that this could be the remains of 
some kind of old-Croatian vessel. He cut off a part 
of the hull and sent it to the renowned dating 
laboratory in Uppsala, Sweden. The result of the 
so-called radio-carbonic analysis made by the Swe 
dish specialists was sensational — the ship dated 
back to the Uth century. 


According to estimates made by experts, due to storms, wars 
and former pirate attacks about 2200 ships were sunk annually 
on the immense areas of the seas and oceans of the world. This 
should amount to 220,000 ships in a single century. It was not 
only adventurers, greedy for the sunken gold, who have shown 
interest for these ships, but archaeologists, too, who are able 
to read so-far unknown particulars from our past from the 
remains of the sunken hulls. 

Such investigation started only some fifty years ago, when the 
development of the diving facilities and equipment made it 
possible for man to descend into the deep. This gave birth to 
a new science — submarine archaeology. Our pioneers began 
to work on it twenty or so years ago, but organized scientific 
research of our Adriatic deep sea regions began 6 years ago 
when the Republic Institute for the Protection of Cultural 
Monuments of SR Croatia took over. 

Our submarine archaeologists located so far 350 sites of sunken 
ships along our Adriatic coast, of which only ten or so have 
been investigated. However, these initial explorations brought 
about several exceptional scientific discoveries. 

Shipwrecks loaded with amphorae from antique periods, i. e., 
from periods B. C. have been discovered in the vicinity of the 
islands: Kornat, Cres, Vis, Ciovo, Zlarin and other sites. 

From the Middle Ages most significant was the discovery of 
two old-Croatian ships in the Nin Bay. It has been determined 
that they draw their origin from the 11th century A. D. and it 
is assumed that they belonged to the famous fleet of the 
Croatian king, Petar Kresimir IV. 

The New Era is represented by archaeological discoveries of 
several valuable objects, the most outstanding of which is the 
discovery near Gnalic in the Pasman Channel, dating back to 
the 16th century. 


This was exciting news in Nin, because on the ba¬ 
sis of this discovery it could be concluded that the 
»Nin ships* were built during the reign of the 
Croatian king KreSimir IV. He chose Nin l'or his 
capital and ruled from 1059 A, D. till 1074 A. D. It 
may be assumed that several such ships were scut¬ 
tled at the entrance of the Nin harbor to prevent 
the enemy from entering. 

The remains of two such ships were found in the 
Nin harbor recently. Taking very careful measures 
of precaution and under expert supervision, the 
parts of the sunk ships from the fleet of King Kro- 
Simir IV were brought to surface and taken to 
Zadar. Here they will be washed free of salt. This 
will last a whole year and then the ships will be 
reconstructed. There is no doubt that this is one of 
the most significant archaeologic discoveries in our 
country, particularly in our Adriatic. (g)
